Council To Elect New Leader 


Clarke Not Likely To Be President Again Amid Allegations

HARTFORD — Members of Hart- 
ford’s city council, who two weeks ago 
called for their president’s resignation 
amid sexual harassment allegations, said 
they plan to vote in a new leader next 
week. 

Council President Thomas “TJ” 


Clarke II, who was accused of making 
lewd comments and sending inappropri- 
ate text messages to a former city council 
aide, said he won’t resign from the panel. 
But his two-year term as president 
expires Monday, and council members 
say itis unlikely that he’ll be re-elected to 
the leadership role. 

“Regardless of whether he has 
stepped down or not, we need to vote for 


someone new,” James Sanchez, a De- 
mocrat, said. 

For the first time since his eight 
colleagues asked him to resign, Clarke 
said Tuesday that after pausing to reflect, 
he has decided not to leave his council 
seat. He has two years left in his term.
